Eaaay read tit the Pierian Society, 

T bourns A. Head ricks died Buddenly 
Not. 24, 1886. In politici he was a 
strong partisan and made warn friends 
and hitter enemies in the war-times. 
lis has, fur many yisars, been a promi- 
nent man in Ills party. Was often 
spoken i>!' as the candidate for Presi- 
dent, and was mi the Ucket witli Tlldea 
U "Vice President and was elected to 
that office in t«Hl with Graver Cleve- 
land at the head ot the ticket. 

Schuyler Colfax dropped dead in a 
railroad depot '.n Omaha, Neb. Jan. HI, 
1885. He 'served as Vice President 
during Grant's first term and was a 
prominent man a uionji. politicians up to 
that time. He was an ardent Republi- 
can in politics. He lias spent much of 
his time of late jeers in the lecture 
Held. Ms most popular one being that 
od "Lincoln." 

B. Gratz Brown died suddenly* Dec. 
13, 1H85, in SI. Louis. He was an anti- 
slavery whiff, and in 18flU, called tbe 
Bret Republican Convention ever betd 
in a slave state, hi Missouri.' But he 
opposed the action of the radical Re- 
publicans in disfranchising those who 
had borne arms against the govern- 
ment, aivd in 1872 the world beheld ike 
anomaly of two life long abolish lotiists 
at the head of the democralic national 
ticket. They were Horace Greely and 
B. Gratz Brown. Greely died soon af- 
ter, and Brown passed out of public life 
Another prominent man who b as- 
gone to rest is Robert Toombs, of 
Georgia, who died Dec. 15th, lie was, 
in timiiv wiwi'ls u irniiukiible man, 
but was uniong the first to identify 
hlrusulf with the "lost cause," and he 
was one of the two of whom Gen. 
Grant wrote from hla death tied saying 
they weie "irreconcilable southerners," 
Death levels all, Toombs, will come up 
humbly lie fore his God to give an ae- 
count of the great talents conferred 
upon him, juttt as the meanest slave lie 
ever owned. 

General George B. McCleUun died 
at his home, suddenly, Oct lit), 1883, 
aged all. He had an excellent opjior- 
tuuity at the owning of the "late un- 
pleasantness,'' and did some gnod work, 
but fur some reason, lit.* after work did 
not fulfill the promise of his earlier 
years, Uyideutly he was not Lho "man 
of destiny." though some say that he 
was held in check and badgered by the 
ad mi nisi rat ion on account of his being 
of u illfferent noliUcal belief. Hebe 
came disgusted with the administra- 
tion, and in 18)1 ■eoayted the nomina- 
tion for President from the party 
whilst) |itat foi in declared that -'the war 
was a failure," but Lincoln was re- 
elected by a large majority. McClel- 
lan served one term as Governor of 
i'ew Jersey hut bad since retired to 
private lire, 

Passing to the liehl of literature we 
find that death lias Instil before us. 
We will first notice S. Irenieiis Prime, 
who died July 18, aged 73. He was a 
veteran JDiirinUi.it and I lis age and the 
work which he lias done makes him 
specially worthy of notice. 

Mrs. Helen II. Jackson,, better 
known by the- initials- H, H," died 
August 13, aged 51. Her death leaves 
vacant a place that will be difficult to 
fill. Inker later years she became in- 
terested in the Indians of flic west and 
was, by President Arthur, appointed 
special Indian agent. Much ef her 
writing was designed to show the hard 
lot of these " wards of the nat ion. " 

Stephen B. ;Tyng the veteran minis. 
ter of the gospel, died September 3. 
aged BSi His age was so great that he 
had in >t labored actively for many 
years, but the good work that ho has 
done will live after him in the hearts 
of his people and, at the name time, 
go up before him to recommend him to 
his .Master, 

In the scientific world, we 11 ud 
h lining the dead Prof. Benjamin Sl||l. 
man, the veteran scientist, whoso 
name is a familiar word In the scien- 
title circles of the world. We cannot 
enumerate his worki but he has a 
name that elands well up on the roll 
of fame. 

Victor Hugo died May 22nd, 1885. 
In literature and politics, it may be 
said that he was the most noted man 
In France. He haa been the leader of 
one of the parties tn French politics for 
forty years, and he has written with 
the "pen of a ready writer" for even a 
longer period. 

General Charles G. Gordon, often 
called "Chinese" Gordon was killed 
in February, at Khartoum, bi' thnaol- 
diers of ■ 'El M.ilidt. '' lie was a pop. 
ular>iiung general and his loss is sin- 
cerely mourned by those who knew 
him beet. 
Dr. C- C. Graham graces our Bat be- 


cause be lived to be more than one 
hundred years of age. I do not mean 
by this that be did no works that were 
worthy of record, bnt that his deeds 
were of the quiet kind that make no 
great stir In tbe world. 

Sir Moaea Monte Bora was another 
Centennarlan, but he was also noted 
for his wealth and his works of benevo- 
lence, He died July 28, 1885. 

Mrs. Myra Clarke Gaines died on 
Jan. 1885, aged about seventy-nine. 
She was not a particularly remarkable 
woman, unless it was on account of 
her persistence in accomplishing her 
undertakings, however arduoui. She 
had a claim to certain property In the 
City of New Orleans and this she 
presecuted Tor nearly forty years, she 
was at last successful only to find 
that the lawyers' fees had consumed 
the whole claim, and then death came 
relieve her of further trouble. 

William H. Vanderbilt, the million- 
aire and great railroad magnate died 
December 8th, 1886 He inherited a 
hundred millions from bis father, an 
has doubled his fortune while it was in 
his passion. It is said that he died 
in a passion, being engaged in a d is- 
cussion on railroad topics with Robert 
Garrett, President of the B. A 0. Rail- 
road Co. We should learn from this 
the liurtfulQess of losing control of our 
passions. If It kills a man even if 
he is diseased, will it not be somewhat 
hurtful to the strongest man. 

Now we come to our Citizen -Soldier 
and bonnred Statesman U.S. Grant 
M .Grant is said to be a plain prac- 
tical woman and I remember, that be' 
fore her husband was nominated for 
the Presidency she was interrogated as 
to hla desires, "Why" said she. "he 
does not want to be President, he Is 
Ceneral. There has never been but 
one General in the United States 
Washington, white there have been 
many Presidents such as Pierce and 
Buchanan " Notwithstanding this he 
was elected President, and at the eud 
of his term elected Tor another, but 
he died July 2:s, 1885, a General. 
Counted a good-fur- nought, he succeed- 
ed In nothing and did not like the 
army, hut the Civil War stirred him up 
to such a degree that he quietly offered 
his services, and his little knowledge of 
military affairs give him a chance 
where the country .was so poorly iilf for 
trained soldiers. How he ipi icily 
fought his way to the top against great 
opposition is a mutter of history and 
need not he dwell on here, but I would 
uolico the fatality that developed an 
author whose first, last and only liter- 
ary work Is destined to give him an 
honor to literature not surpomd in 
brightness by his political or military 
renown.

Will ymi take the place of the great 
and good men of the world, or is it 
yniir destiny to till a loafer's chair in a 
grogshop '-' Beware, young man, be- 
ware 1 No great good can come 
through the indulgence of your {Mis- 
sions and appetites.

day brings its own enjoyments and 
sorrows, but the time coinelh, nnd it 
Cannot be far distant from the young- 
est, of us, when it will be all enjoyment, 
or ii n enjoyment, all sorrow, or no sor- 
row. O, my young friends let us taste 
lightly of the joys of earth, let us not 
too soon forget its sorrows, ami in the 
lieauilfitl '"hereafter" we may be ac- 
counted worthy to join in the glad 
chorus or the redeemed ami blood- 
washed on tbe other shore.
